At the present time Lord Lansdowne's 
Ghtimely letter presents a barrier to open- 
ing peace negotiations. That letter awak- 
ened a rejoicing in Germany that the om- 
éial statements of Lloyd George and Presi- 
dent Wileon have not wholly silenced. The 
leading German papers referred to it as 
“a Macedonian cry for peace from Great 
Britain.” Count Reventlow's powerful gov- 
ernment organ, the Tages Zéitung, affirmed 
éditorially that “The letter of Lord Lans- 
downe demonstrates that England has 
reached the limit ofeher fighting force and 
that the collapse of the Bntente is at 
hand.” This view of the letter was ac- 
cepted by practically the whole of the Ger- 
man and Austrian press. A t 
of “L’Humanite,” Paris, wired from Berne. 
on December 15, “Never has the German 
press been more jubilant. Ite present cam- 
paign has three objectives, (1) to convince 
the masses that France and England have 
the entire responsibility for continuing 
war: (2) to make the German peop a 
foreign péople alike believe that 
is actually the most defmiocratic = the 
most parliamentary country in Europe; 

(3) to give the impression, while conveying 
the assurance that Germany seeks only 
an equitable peace, that the Entente feels 
iteelf beaten.” 

Russia’s collapse and the early successes 
won by the Central Powers in Italy fur- 
nished the material for the press propa- 
ganda iecestary to induce the German 
civil population to endure another year's 
war. While the actual suffering in Ger 
many and Austria this winter is known to 
be as intensé as aught Belgium and North- 
ern Franée have endured, less the atrocities, 
yet the German population is still buoyed 
by the hope that the great wheat fields of 
Rumania and Southern Russia will bé open 
t them next year. They are told that 
thosé Who survive the winter will enter into 
thé paradise of the new Germany of uni- 
versal suffrazé, political equality and 
plenty, while those that perish will have 
given their lives in a holy cause. Hope is 
a powerful tonic and the Gefman popula- 
tions have mot yet ceased to believe.

OF MAN POWER. 

America has plenty of Mah power to 
meet the heaviest industrial demands even 
under the present unprecedented circum- 
stances. A deal has been written 
lately about shortage of workers and labor 
famine, and in certain locations under spe- 
¢lal conditions doubtlessly the difficulty in 
obtaining adequate help has not been at all 
exaggerated. The facts, indeed, speak for 
themselves. 

The threatened withdrawal of the Mexi- 
can laborers from the beet fields at the 
height of the sugar rueh was a serious 
menace, Our new shipbullding industries 
have had trouble to find and to house a 
sufficient number of mechanics and dar- 
penters to meet the emergency of g0vern- 
ment rush orders. In Imperial Vafley so 
great has been the demand for cotton- 
pickers that wages there have risen to the 
high-water mark where office desks have 
been vacated for the lure of the flelés and 
negro cotton pickers have been buying $15 
silk shirts. Wages have risen everywhere 
and so helped to pile up the cost of living, 
But this has not been so much in responsé 


| to the law of supply and demand as to over- 


come the artificial obstacles imposed by too 

much labor-unionism and too little civic reg- 

ulation of the country’s man power. “
